BIG VOTE AT THE CITY ELECTION|call forjlowers nrs.flintischosen FINAL TOUCHES FOR FESTIVAL 


Voters Approve in Emphatic Manner the Policies of the Present 
Board of Trustees But Demand New Deal 
In Treasurer’s Office

Vote on ordinance creuting a salary 
of $10 monthly for each member of the 
board of trustees: Yea, 142; No, 163. 

Citizens of Sierra Mudre voted em¬ 
phatic approval of the policies of the 
city during the Incumbency of the pres¬ 
ent board of trustees by returning to 
office the outgoing members of the 
board at Monday's election. Taken all 
the way through the ballot the count 
showed a margin of nearly three to 
one. 

Just as emphatic as the vote of ap¬ 
proval for the board of trustees was 
the vote for a change In the treasurer's 
office. The voters showed clearly that 
they were determined to have a new 
deal and cast 235 votes for J. L. Turner 
to 94 for the incumbent. 

In spite of all efforts to frighten him 
by reports that dark horses of various 
hues were being voted against him City 
Clerk Perry managed to remain calm 
during the day. His confidence was 
justified by the solid block of 318 
votes east for him, the other 22 voters 
who cast ballots apparently not caring 
to vote on the clerkship. 

Women Make Good Show.ng 
Of the total of 340 voters who cast 
their ballots 154 were women. This 
showing against the 186 male voters 
was highly gratifying for the first mu¬ 
nicipal election at which equal suffrage 
was In force. It ought to dispel all 
douhs in the minds of those people 
who opposed suffrage on the claim thut ‘ 
women did not desire to vote. 

Some of the women voted with as 
little concern us if they had been vot¬ 
ing regulurly for years. They showed 
no trepidation and Joked with the 
workers who handed them campaign 
literature as nonchalantly ns if It were 
an everyday affair. Others showed ex¬ 
treme nervousness and their desire to 
have the ordeal over with caused them 
to become so bewildered us to prolong 
the agony, but even they will get used 
to voting. As a rule the women needed 
in' more Instructions as to voting than 
did the men. 

Various views of the effect of the 
women’s vote on the various candidates 
were expressed during the day. It was 
predicted that they would elect this 
man or defeat that man as if the 
women had some special Interest as a 
class In the result. Hut some of the 
closest watchers were skeptical of uny 
such effect. And it seems entirely 
probable when everything is consid¬ 
ered, that there was very little differ¬ 
ence between the voting of the men 
and of the women. 

Humors of tha Day 
The electioneering was characterized 
by more than the usual number of 
cunurds to mislead the uninformed 
voter. Some were nipped early in the 
game and some were so ridiculous ns 
to be laughable. Among these were 
the twin rumors, one regarding a 
frameup providing that Turner should 
resign the trensurershlp if elected so 
that J. A. Patterson could be appoint¬ 
ed In Ills place, and the other to the 


effect that Turner was to resign In 
favor of A. S. Mead. 

Sample ballots were distributed with 
crosses printed after the names of 
Messrs. Jones. Pegler, Hosmer, Perry 
and Turner. It was reported that these 
had been printed on the city's expense 
under the law providing that voters 
must be provided with sample ballots, 
and great stress was laid on the un- 
fuirness of the city officials in having 
the crosses placed after their own 
names instead of scattering them about 
promiscuously. It was an easy matter 
to prove that the ballots In question 
had been printed at the expense of 
a group of business men who took that 
way of placing their ticket before the 
inters. 

Mayor Jones is wondering if one 
Joke was on him or on some voter who 
wanted to vote for him and failed to 
do so. In view of the result both can 
afford to laugh now. Mr. Jones had 
to take a good deal of joshing about it 
on election day and to save embarrass¬ 
ment the nume of the voter is withheld. 
The latter, after voting, went outside 
the city hall and remarked that he 
had placed the cross after the names 
.if Pegler and Osgood. His friends who 
had thought him a Jones man asked 
why he did not vote for Jones. 

"Well,” he answered, "I'm a Jones 
man, alright, but I don't see why Mr. 
Jones should be mayor and a member 
of the board of trustees as well.” 

The remark merely shows what re¬ 
sults may follow the common use of 
inaccurate terms. As u matter of fact 
not a few people are ignorant of the 
fact that Sierra Madre as well as all 
other sixth duss cities in California 
nas no such officer as mayor. The live 
trustees elect a presiding officer offic¬ 
ially called chairman of the board of 
trustees, and common usage has at¬ 
tached the title of mayor to the posi¬ 
tion. Wherefore the voter above men¬ 
tioned had come to think of the mayor 
as an official apart from the board of 
trustees. 

IN THE LAW'8 CLUTCH 

Messrs. Kersting. Meud, J. C. Pegler, 
C. J. Pegler, Porter, Klunk and Harvey 
Steinberger enjoyed an uuto trip to 
San Diego last week, leaving Sierra 
Madre on Thursday and returning Sun¬ 
day. They went down by the inland 
route, b.v way of Riverside and Elsi¬ 
nore. They report seeing a great var¬ 
iety of country, some of it very good 
but none cquul to little old Sierra 
Madre. 

San Diego was reached near the 
height of the I. W. W. excitement. As 
the two muchlnes carrying the party- 
approached San Diego they were ac¬ 
costed by a man on the road who asked 
for a lift into the city. On being taken 
into Mr. Kerstlng's machine the 
stranger displayed a deputy sheriff's 
badge and inquired the business of the 
party. Full explanations were neces- 
sury to convince him that there was 
really nothing to be suspicious about, 
that the party was not conveying arms 
or dynamite into San Diego and really- 
had nothing to do with the "I Won't 
Work” propaganda. 

BOARD OF TRADE MEETING 

The April meeting of the Board of 
Trade will be held next Mondny eve¬ 
ning In the city hall. Owing to the 
fact that the counting of the ballots 
In the city hall last Monday evening 
was not concluded until later than had 
been expected it was impossible to 
hold the meeting that night. Adjourn¬ 
ment was accordingly taken for one 
week.

WALKS FOR HEALTH 

DR. SARGENT SAYS WALKING IS 
THE GREATEST CURE-ALL 
FOR HUMAN ILLS 

"Walk and get well,” says Dr. Dudley 
A. Sargent, physical director of Har¬ 
vard university. ‘Walk regularly to 
keep well.” 

Dr. Sargent has seen many thousands 
of men In his day; has tested their 
lungs, hearts and muscles—has taken 
measurements of t heir biceps and 
every portion of their bodies; has 
seen men grow in stature and strength 
from gymnasium work; has followed 
the physical development of members 
of the various athletic teams In Har¬ 
vard for more than a generation; has 
trained women to become teachers of 
physical culture; and has applied the 
tape and stethoscope to all the pugil¬ 
istic champions and strong men of 
modern times; and then, standing In 
the presence of a great collection of 
gymnastic apparatus, he announced 
that the greatest heulth producer and 
preserver is within the grasp of every 
living person who can use his legs and 
feet as nature Intended. 

Ten Miles a Day Enough 

Dong walks are not necessary. For 
the average nian nine or ten miles a 
day will keep him in perfect condition, 
will give him an appetite that bottled 
nostrums cannot produce, and will 
cause him to enjoy sound, peaceful 
sleep. 

Women should walk, too, but they 
must be careful not to overdo the 
thing. Most women get excellent ex¬ 
ercise at home in the performance of 
their household duties, Dr. Sargent 
says, but it will do them more good 
than harm to take a dally stroll in 
the open air, druwing in deep breaths 
and allowing the sunshine to beat down 
upon them. 

This authority does not advocate 
walking before breakfast. 

"It is unnecessary.” he said, “to go 
out in order to get an appetite for the 
morning meal. Take your walks an 
hour or two after meals. 

"If you have the time, walk between 
10 and 12 o’clock. If you cannot leave 
your business then, take a couple of 
hours' promenade Just before 6 o'clock 
and failing to do it then go out after 
slipper and walk until your regular 
bedtime. This will be productive of 
refreshing slumber, and a man that 
sleeps well usually awakens in the 
morning with u desire for something 
to eat. 

"Above all. take this form of exer¬ 
cise with regularity. Regularity is 
what produces results upon the human 
organism. No benefit other than tem¬ 
porary can come from a ten-mile hike 
of a Sunday afternoon. It may aid in 
the digesting of u heavy dinner if not 
begun too soon after eating, but no 
lusting benefit follows. 

Take a Hike Every Day 

“Do not confine your wulking to 
any season of the year. It is just as 
beneficial in the summer as in the win¬ 
ter. in the spring as in the fall. Hot 
days should not he dreaded, hut you 
should take your time on your ramble. 
So long ns a person perspires freely, 
there is no danger of sunstroke. Why. 
last summer, when the temperature 
was 104 and 105 degrees in the shade, 
we conducted our summer school ->f 
physical training in the open air. and 
there was not one case of breakdown 
from the heat, although we had some¬ 
thing like 1886 pupils of both sexes and 
all ages nt work. 

"As to food, eat whatever the sys¬ 
tem craves. Nature will tell you what 
to eat. If you Incline toward pork 
ami beans, eat them. Greasy foods are 
demanded by some systems, while 
others crave fruits or something of an 
acid nature. Corned beef and cabbage 
furnish an excellent meal If the person 
before whom they are set has nil up- j 
petite for them. 

-Do not confine your diet to veg.'ta¬ 
bles. Meat Is necessary to tli > sup¬ 
ply of vim, so long study and experi¬ 
ence has tnuglit me. Most of the so- 
called vegetarians drink milk and eat 
butter and eggs, all three of which 
contain meat ingredients. I.et your 
stomach tell you what to cat. If y-u 
arc getting regular exercise, Nntti'c 
I will demand the replenishing of what 
elements have been consumed, and 
the appetite will whisper to you thut 
such and such a thing will taste ^ood. 
Eat it, for you will thereby supply 
what Is missing.” 


SCHOOL ELECTION DEVELOPS IN¬

What had promised to be a school 
election of the usual apathetic type 
developed into a spirited affair last 
Friday. The vote stood: Mrs. H. G. 
Flint, 106; Dr. D. D. Krebs, 28. 

For a long time there has been a 
sentiment in favor of having a woman 
on the board of trustees. Accordingly 
agitation In favor of Mrs. H. G. Flint 
soon found a strong following. Other 
persons had decided there should be 
a physician on the board and asked 
Dr. D. D. Krebs to permit the use of 
his name. 

It was the first time the women had 
a chance to vote in Sierra Madre and 
a great many took advantage of the 
opportunity. The average vote In the 
past has been about equal to that cast 
for the losing candidate this year.

CONTOUR PHOTOGRAPHIC MAPS 

More Than Half a Million Sold Last 
Year by Geological Survey 

On the topographic maps made by 
the United States Geological Survey 
the mountains, hills, valleys, and can¬ 
yons—all the features that make up 
the varied surface of the areas mapped 
—are portrayed by means of contour 
lines. Eoeh contour line represents 
a certain height above sea level—that 
is, it indicates a course or contour 
along which all points are at exactly 
the same altitude. As contours are 
continuous horizontal lines, they wind 
smoothly about smooth surfaces, re¬ 
cede into all re-entrant angles or ra¬ 
vines, asd project in passing around 
spurs or prominences. Thus a per¬ 
son following the path indicated by 
a contour line, say the 1000-foot con¬ 
tour. would go irregularly around hills 
and ravines but would always walk on 
the same level, namely, at an altitude 
of 1000 feet. 

The contour lines on the maps are 
spaced to represent equal vertical in¬ 
tervals or differences in altitude. The 
vertical Interval between any two con¬ 
tours as represented on one map is 
the same, whether they lie along a cliff 
or on a gentle slope; but to attain a 
given height it is of course necessary 
to go farther on a gentle slope than 
on a steep slope, and therefore con¬ 
tours are far apart on gentle slopes 
and near together on steep ones. The 
spacing of the contour lines thus in¬ 
dicates the approximate grade of any 
slope. 

A small contour interval Is neces¬ 
sary to express the relief of a flat or 
gently undulating country; n steep or 
mountainous country can, as a rule, be 
adequately represented on the same 
scale by the use of a larger interval. 
The smallest Interval used on the atlas 
sheets of the Geological Survey is 5 
feet, for regions like the Mississippi 
Delta, the Sacramento Valley, and the 
Dismal Swamp. For great mountain 
masses, like those in Colorado and the 
high Sierra of California, the interval 
may be 100 or 200 feet, and for less 
rugged country contour intervals of 
10. 20. 25. and 50 feet are used. 

With a little practice in reading the 
contour lines the traveler finds the 
topographic maps of the Geological 
Survey a most exact picture of the 
country, enabling him to see at a 
glance the character of any particular 
area. That the maps are of popular 
utility is shown, for instance, by the 
fact that the Survey sells thousands 
of them to automobilists every month. 
Dast year's sales of these maps 
amounted to more than half a mil¬ 
lion.

Preparations Are Nearing Completion for Sierra Madre’s Second 
Annual Floral Fete Next Week.— 

Opens On Thursday 


All flower festival committees are 
working with redoubled efforts to 
have their various departments In 
readiness for the opening next Thurs¬ 
day for the three-day fete. Everything 
has been working with the smoothness 
of a well oiled machine, indicating the 
highest efficiency of organization. The 
doors will be open for the forma! 
opening next Thursday afternoon at 
two o'clock. Thereafter the doors will 
open daily at 10 a. m. 

Mr. Mead reports nineteen entries 
for the parade to be held on Saturday, 
the 20th.

The rules and regulations governing 
entries and judging of exhibits are 
given herewith; 

Rules and Regulations 

1. All vases and receptacles for cut 
flowers will be furnished by committee 
on exhibit. 

2. After the articles are arranged, 
they will be under the exclusive charge 
of the committee, and not even the 


owners themselves will have the lib¬ 
erty to move or touch them until af¬ 
ter the exhibit is closed. 

3. When a certain number or quan¬ 
tity of plants or flowers is designated 
in schedule, there must be neither 
more nor less than that number or 
quantity shown. 

4. No plants or flowers shall be re¬ 
moved from the hall until after 10 p. 
m., Saturday. 

5. Potted plants entered before 
Tuesday, April 16. 

6. No plants or flowers shall be ex¬ 
hibited for more than one award. 

7. Cut flowers to be judged by 
scale of points adopted by the Chrys¬ 
anthemum Society of America as fol¬ 
lows : 

Color. 10; stem, 5; foliage, 15; full¬ 
ness, 15; form, 15; depth, 35; size, 35. 
Total 100. 

SNOW COVERS MOUNTAINS 

More snow than has been seen from 
Sierra Madre for several years covered 
the mountains Thursday and came very 
low down the slopes. The coat on the 
peaks seemed unusually heavy. The 
snow first began to fall with Monday 
night's rain, presenting a slight cover¬ 
ing of white to view Tuesday morning. 
More fell during the day Tuesday and 
again Wednesday night and Thursday. 
The rainfall during the week has 
brought the total for April to about 
five inches and the showing for the 
season is exceedingly gratifying. While 
It is still somewhat under the annual 
average the lateness of the rains re¬ 
moves all fears of an unusually dry 
summer season. The snow looks good 
to those interested in the water sup¬ 
ply, as it gives the water a much 
better chance to soak into the ground 
and percolate through the rocks of the 
mountains.

One feature 
of the display is an artistically colored 
banner, five feet wide and over fifty 
feet long, strung across the main street, 
bearing the words, “Welcome, San Ja¬ 
cinto Board of Trade.” There are hun¬ 
dreds of pennants and flags fluttering 
from doorways and windows every¬ 
where.

The new water 
condition, however, has changed the 
entire situation. High-class farming 
in all of its branches is now possible 
upon every foot of these particularly 
choice lands. 

It is this valley’s turn now, and it 


will be interesting to watch it. If the 
past few months with its thrill and 
flip-flops, are any criterion to go by. 
San Jacinto will give an account of 
itself that will not soon be forgotten. 

The new resort hotel being erected 
by Mr. Vosliurg, on Centra] avenue, 
is going up rapidly. According to con¬ 
tract, it must be completed In one 
hundred days from date of beginning 
work. 

The new electric light and power 
system, which circulates through the 
whole valley, has just been completed. 
The current will be turned on the first 
of the coming month. 

Mr. Knowlton's foreman says he 
expects to get two tons of alfalfa per 
acre at each of the seven cuttings this 
season from his hundred-acre ranch 
on Mountain avenue. Two hundred 
tons per single cutting would mean 
1400 tons for the season, or $28,000.00 
for tne crop. If the present price of 
$20.00 is maintained. These figures 
would no doubt make the back east 
farmer dizzy, but to the California 
rancher it means only an average pro¬ 
duction where anything like correct 
methods are employed.
